considerable criticism, the general 
fear being that it may prove the 
thin edge of the wedge for intro­ 
ducing prohibition in Italy. 
Official figures have appeared, in 
defense of tnt* proposed law, show­ 
ing that the average number of 
deaths due to alcoholism per year 
is OOO. that is about 16 per mil­ 
lion inhabitants. Though this mor­ 
tality is exceedingly slight, especial­ 
ly if compared to that of other 
nations, Italian officials believe in 
the necessity of restricting the sale 
of liquor as, besides 
the 
actual 
number of deaths, there are the 
far greater number of cases where 
diseases engendered by alcoholism j 
arc produced. The problem assumes ,* 
in official eyes even greater impor- j 
tance by the fact that most of the j 
illness due to alcoholism are here j 
ditary. 
The offical figures published on 
alcoholism show that deaths due to J 
drunkenness are most numerous in 1 
the north of Italy, reaching as high ! 
a rate as 4.89 in the province of 
Vicenza and 4.25 in the province of j 
Belluno per hundred thousand in- j 
habitants.

Moated In 
Negro Plea 


OKMULGEE, Nov. 7.— For a few 
brief moments the divorce case of 
J. C. Evans, negro attorney, threat­ 
ened to assume the proportions of 
the celebrated Stokes affair in dis­ 
trict court yesterday. 
Finally, Judge Hepburn cut short 
the argument of the Wife's attorn­ 
ey and announced he would not is­ 
sue «- decree. 
Evans was the defendant in the 
matter. He was his own attorney 
as well. He argued his case and tes­ 
tified at the same time. 
The wife, raised in Boston, said 
she met her husband there about 
two years ago. She produced checks 
purporting to show that Evans had 
spent $525 on her before they were 
married and only $179 since they 
were married 17 months ago. 
“I’d go to bed many a night with 
real money, judge, not change, in 
my pockets and wake up in the 
morning with it gone,” Evans in­ 
terposed. “She isn’t counting that 
judge.” 
The wife further charged 
her 
husband with cruelty. 
Evans claimed she rendered him 
bankrupt. He said, on cross exam­ 
ination, he owned four rent houses. 
“She craved 
excitement, 
judge, 
that was what was wrong,” 
the 
negro pleaded with the court. “She 
wanted “Pinky” Nelson and some 
other pool hall bums to come to 
our house and play cards. I would 
not stand for it. 
She had a key made and opened 
my desk and got these letters,” Ev­ 
ans retorted when the woman pro­ 
duced some letters stating he was 
not married, while the wife related 
he got his divorce from a former 
wife three months later.

Warships of England 
Cope 
With Effort to Stop 
Slave Trade. 


(B r the Associated Presa) 
LONDON, NOV. 7.— Although the 
slave trade is commonly supposed 
to have been suppressed all over 
the 
world, 
two 
British 
warships, 
the Clematis and Cornflower, have 
been engaged in suppressing this 
traffic in the Red Sea for the last 
two years. Not only have they suc­ 
ceeded 
in 
stopping 
most 
of 
the 
Red Sea slave trade, but they have 
also stopped 
gun-running 
which 
was occasionally attempted. 
High prices are paid, for slaves 
in this part of the world, who are 
generally captured from the coast­ 
al tribes and sold to the Arabs, 
who take their victims inland. 
A communication from a member 
of the crew of the Clematis tells 
an interesting story: 
‘We had spent a period of two 
years in the Red Sea,” 
he 
says, 
"witnessing very varied scenes of 
tropical life, and experiencing the 
almost intolerable 
heat of 
two 
summers. The duties of the two 
Red Sea sloops are 
primarily to 
frustrate 
the 
diabolical 
bartering 
of humans which unfortunately still 
continues to a much larger extent 
than one is led to believe. 
“On one occasion a dhow was de­ 
tained which had been thus trading 
but it is to be regretted that the 
occupants successfully evaded cap­ 
ture, and carried away with them 
the 
gold 
they 
had 
received 
for 
their slaves. 
“It wag however, an exciting in­ 
cident, for when we first tried to 
board 
they 
opened 
fire 
on 
our 
whalers. This necessitated the lat­ 
ter returning to the ship, and we 
eventually fired about eight rounds 
at the escaping crew. 
“On another occasion a dhow was 
captured full of slaves, boys and 
girls 
between the ages of seven 
and 17. 
“It 
was 
heartrending to stand 
by and see the hungry mites rav­ 
enously attack the bread we gave 
them. The dhow’s crew endeavor­ 
ed to escape, by jumping overboard 
and swimming 
ashore, 
but 
were 
successfully captured, 
and 
hopes 
are entertained that they got their 
full deserts.”

Swedish Match 
Company, 
which 
consumes about 120,000,000 board 
feet per year in its domestic ana 
foreign factories, and it is an iron­ 
ical fact that much of this wood 
comes from the forest properties 
formerly owned in Russia by the 
Swedish Match Company and con­ 
fiscated by the Bolshevists. 
Although no trade pact has as 
yet been successfully negotiated be­ 
tween Sweden and Soviet Russia, 
each country sends commercial com­ 
missioners to the other, and gen­ 
eral foreign trade in both direc­ 
tions is picking up. 


WOMEN DO MUCH GOOD 
FOR CZECHOSLOVAKIA I 


PRAGUE, Nov. 6.— After 
three 
y tar’s trial of equal rights for both 
sexes in Czechoslovakia, a report ot 
the constitutional 
committee 
says# 
the governmentis satisfied with the 
part taken by the women and that 
they are responsible for most of 
the constructive and social legisla­ 
tion of the country during tnis pe­ 
riod. 
At the time the constitution was 
adopted three years ago the women 
of the country possessed no suf­ 
frage rights, nor had they ever pos­ 
sessed 
any 
under 
Austrian 
rule. 
Now- they are allowed full rights of 
suifrage and to hold office, as well 
as seats in the House of Deputies* 
15 are women, while among the 
150 members of the Senate thiere 
are three women. 
The women member* have very 
definitely influenced the making of 
new laws. For instance, they have 
successfully proposed measures foi 
the complete reorganization and the 
conversion into state institutes of 
the women’s technical and industri­ 
al schools and the schools of do­ 
mestic econon^’. 
They have established in all the 
important towns children’s welfare 
centers, and are now engaged on 
the task of regulating the iegal 
position and general advancement 
of th© women teachers in the nat­ 
ional schools. 
The activity of Czechoslovak wo­ 
men is not confined to a parlia­ 
mentary 
career. 
The 
Economic 
Council, instituted after the arm^ 
istice to cops? with the food short­ 
age, was originated Hv women, and 
today such councils exist all over 
the country under the charge of 
women, controlling the food sup­ 
plies and general domestic condi­ 
tions.

DISTANCE LENDS ENCHANTMENT 


Recent surveys by the Department of Agriculture and 
other agencies developed the fact that we are a nation of 
producers who believe that better opportunities for selling 
exist at distant points than can be found at home. As a result 
we are filling up freight cars and hauling our products back 
and forth across the country at great expense, when we could 
dispose of a much greater portion of diem near home than 
we do, if we only tried. 
The department thus far has found in nearly every in­ 
stance, where surveys have been made, that local producers 
do not supply more than 12 per cent of the demand of local 
consumers, but that products are shipped out to other m a r ­ 
kets, and later in the season, are shipped back. 
Farm and Ranch has always advocated the development 
of home markets. If the consuming centers, such as Dallas, 
Fort Worth, Houston, San Antonio and other cities in Texas, 
and the cities in other States in the Southwest were supplied 
with poultry, butter, eggs, fruits and vegetables to the limit 
of their needs, there would grow up around those cities a 
population of thrifty and prosperous citizens. One would have 
to drive many miles from the city limits to find the cotton 
farms, for land would become too valuable to produce any­ 
thing out high acre value crops. 
The home* markets should be developed. Chambers of 
Commerce could do no valuable work than to take a survey 
of the needs of their own cities, and then discover, if possible, 
just how near the adjacent territory could come to filling the 
demand during all seasons of the year.—Farm and Ranch.

No town can grow beyond a certain cimcuinscribed limit 
if it must depend altogether on its agricultural territory for 
support. It takes a large payroll to keep things moving and 
that is what has been gradually developed in Ada. In this 
connection the location of a big asphalt company here will 
play a part in adding to the pay roll of this city.

If it becomes popular the possibilities of 
the industry are practically unlimited. If cities prefer to pave 
the old way of course they can get the material as formerly. 
The rock asphalt industry has met stern opposition from 
Trinidad interests but the coming of the new company to Ada 
indicates that it is winning its way in popularity as a paving 
material.
